Van der Sloot taken to 
murder charge 


LIMA, Peru (AP) - Angry Pe¬ 
ruvian onlookers shouted "Dis¬ 
grace!" and "Murderer" at 
Joran van der Sloot yesterday 
after a judge ordered him jailed 
on first-degree murder and 
robbery charges in the violent 
killing of a 21-year-old Lima 
woman. 

Prosecutors said the Dutch¬ 
man, who was taken to a segre¬ 
gated block of an eastern Lima 
prison, acted with "ferocity and 
great cruelty" in killing busi¬ 
ness student Stephany Flores in 
his hotel room after they met 
playing poker. 

Van der Sloot remains the 
lone suspect in the 2005 disap¬ 
pearance of U.S. teen Natalee 
Holloway on Aruba, and Peru's 
criminal police chief says the 
defendant told interrogators he 
knows where her body is. 

Aruba's attorney general, 
Taco Stein, said yesterday he is 
skeptical Van der Sloot was 
telling the truth about Hol¬ 
loway's body. He said Aruban 
officials will decide whether to 
sent investigators to Peru to 
question him once they learn 
exactly what he is offering. 

Lima Superior Court Judge 
Juan Buendia issued a deten¬ 
tion order before dawn for Van 


der Sloot on the murder 
charge. He was first taken with 
other prisoners in an armored 
truck to Lima's judicial palace, 
then alone to the maximum-se¬ 
curity Castro Castro prison. 

Police manhandled Van der 
Sloot as they ushered him to 
the judicial palace, a scarf 
around his neck and his hands 
cuffed behind him. 

The more virulent catcalls 
and bile — the sensational case 
has dominated Peru's news for 
a week — came from onlook¬ 
ers as he was taken from the 
prosecutor's office where he 
had been held since Thursday. 
One onlooker threw spoiled 
lettuce. 

Police say Van der Sloot 
brutally murdered Flores three 
days after meeting her at a 
casino. He broke her nose, 
strangled her, threw her to the 
floor then emptied her wallet 
and drove away in her SUV, 
said Gen. Cesar Guardia, chief 
of the criminal police. 

The 6-foot-3 (190-centime- 
ter-tall) Van der Sloot took 
about $300 worth of Peruvian 
currency, two credit cards and 
Flores' national ID card, 
Guardia said. He said the sus¬ 
pect abandoned her car in a 


lower-class Lima neighbor¬ 
hood before fleeing south to 
Chile by bus. 

If convicted on the murder 
and robbery charges, Van der 
Sloot would be sentenced to 
between 15 and 35 years in 
prison, court spokesman Luis 
Gallardo said. 

"The aggravating factors 
are having acted with ferocity 
and great cruelty," said a news 
release issued by the court that 
announced the charges. 

At Castro Castro prison, 
Van der Sloot was fed, prisons 
director Ruben Rodriguez said. 
The Dutchman will have his 
own cell in a small block near 
the director's office. 

The only other two prison¬ 
ers on the block are a reputed 
Colombian hit man charged 
with strangling a Peruvian so¬ 
cialite and a provincial mayor 
charged with laundering drug 
money 

It was not yet known when 
the trial might begin. A judge 
must first be assigned to hear 
the case. 

The police chief told the AP 
on Thursday night that when 
Van der Sloot confessed to 
killing Flores investigators 
asked him about the Holloway 
case. 

"He let slip that he knew the 
place where this person was 
buried," Guardia said. 

The general said the Dutch¬ 
man told investigators "he 
would only testify on the mat¬ 
ter before Aruba authorities." 

He said he didn't know how 
seriously to take Van der 
Sloot's comment given his his¬ 
tory of dubious statements the 
Alabama teen's disappearance. 

Stein, the Aruba attorney 
general, was cautious about the 
development. 

"I'm not getting my hopes 
up," he said. "Let's face it, he 
has been telling us many sto¬ 
ries many times before." 

Stein said that even if Van 
der Sloot did reveal what hap¬ 
pened to Holloway, there was 
no guarantee her remains 
would be found. 


HOUSTON, Texas - Flash 
floods swept through a camp¬ 
ground in western Arkansas 
overnight, killing at least 20 
people as they slept and lea¬ 
ving an estimated 36 missing, 
state officials said yesterday. 

A wall of water, triggered 
by heavy rains that swelled the 
Little Missouri River to 20 
feet, caught victims asleep in 
their tents at the Albert Pike 
campground in the Ouachita 
Mountains west of Little Rock, 
authorities said. 

The death toll hit 20, ac¬ 
cording to a spokesman for 
Arkansas Governor Mike 
Beebe, who traveled to the 
scene of the flooding. 

Children were among the 
dead. 


VATICAN CITY - Pope Bene¬ 
dict begged forgiveness from 
God and victims of child sex¬ 
ual abuse by priests yesterday 
and vowed that the Catholic 
Church would do everything in 
its power to ensure that it never 
happens again.

After Attacks, Adobe 
Fixes Flash Bug 


Less than a week after field¬ 
ing reports that hackers were 
targeting a bug in its Flash 
Player software, Adobe Sys¬ 
tems has rushed out a fix for 
the problem. 

Adobe's new 10.1 Flash 
update, released Thursday, 
fixed a bug that was first spot¬ 
ted via a small number of tar¬ 
geted attacks late last week. 

According to Symantec, 
these Flash attacks are still 
not widespread, but users 
should update their Flash 
software as soon as possible. 
"We have been seeing a small 
but steady rise in detections 
of related malicious PDFs 
and we expect to continue to 
see these numbers increase 
over the coming hours and 
days,” the security vendor 
said in a statement. 

Criminals have been ex¬ 
ploiting the flaw using mali¬ 
cious Flash swf files, which 
are typically opened by the 
Web browser's Flash Player 
plugin, or via PDFs that have 
maliciously encoded Flash 
components embedded inside 
them, Adobe said Thursday. 
Those malicious PDFs are typ¬ 
ically opened by Reader or 
Acrobat, which include their 
own versions of Flash Player 


that have not yet been patched. 
That fix is due June 29. 

Thursday's update in¬ 
cludes an unusually large 
number of security bug-fixes, 
32 in all. "It's a huge number 
of bugs fixed, something 
along the lines of what we'd 
expect of Apple,” said An¬ 
drew Storms, director of se¬ 
curity operations with 
nCircle Network Security. 
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Mysterious mountains hidden beneath Antarctic 
Ice revealed 


The first detailed pictures of 
one of the planet's last unex¬ 
plored frontiers - a vast 
mountain range that rivals the 
Alps in majesty buried under¬ 
neath the ice of Antarctica - 
were revealed by scientists 
this week. 

The rugged peaks soar to 
more than 8,000 feet (2,400 
meters). They are buried be¬ 
neath solid ice more than a 
mile (1.6 kilometers) thick, 
deep within Antarctica's east¬ 
ern interior. 

The existence of this 
mountain range, called the 
Gamburtsev Mountains, 
shocked the Russian scientists 
who first discovered it more 


than 50 years ago, and mys¬ 
tery still shrouds the nearly 
750-mile- (1,200-km-) long 
series of subglacial peaks. 

At the International Polar 
Yearconference in Oslo, Nor¬ 
way, scientists unveiled new 
radar images of an area of the 
mountains the size of the 
state of New York. 

"What we'd shown before 
was an estimate based on 
gravity data - a little bit of a 
coarse resolution tool,” said 
Robin Bell, a senior research 
scientist at Columbia's Lam- 
ont-Doherty Earth Observa¬ 
tory in New York. "What we 
showed at this meeting was 
the radar data. It's like going 


Tobacco Plants Provide New 
Beauty Secret? 


Will tobacco plants pro¬ 
vide the next cosmetic 
filler? Very possibly, ac¬ 
cording to findings re¬ 
cently published in the 
journal Biomacromole¬ 
cules. 

Among the beauty-ob¬ 
sessed, the number-one 
problem with smoking is 
that it ages your skin. (Let 
alone what lung cancer 
does for the complexion.) 
But a new technique could 
re-harness the tobacco 
plant in the name of 
youthful beauty. 

Researcher Oded 

Shoseyov of the Hebrew Uni¬ 
versity of Jerusalem has fig¬ 
ured out how to get tobacco 
plants to produce a human¬ 
like collagen. Collagen is the 
main protein in skin, tendons, 
cartilage, bone and connective 
tissue. It typically declines 
during the normal aging 
process, allowing cheeks to 
sag and wrinkles to set it. 

While primarily being 
marketed for medical pur¬ 
poses - such as for bone and 



heart repairs - the new syn¬ 
thetic collagen may someday 
be used cosmetically. 

"This is a very unique colla¬ 
gen,” said Noa Lapido, assis¬ 
tant vice president of CollPlant, 
the company handling the 
patents coming from 
Shoseyov's laboratory. "It is 
very very similar to human col¬ 
lagen and, as it has not come in 
contact with any animals, it is 
much better and much safer 
than other collagens.” 

Most commercial collagen 


currently comes from 
farm animals, such as 
cows and pigs, and 
human cadavers. Colla¬ 
gen from such sources 
can carry viruses and 
prions, such as those as¬ 
sociated with mad-cow 
disease. The new colla¬ 
gen avoids these risks, 
the researchers say. 

It is not that tobacco 
plants naturally have 
these beautifying or 
medical benefits. Pro¬ 
ducing human-like col¬ 
lagen from a tobacco 
plant is a technological feat, 
involving the simultaneous 
"turning on” of five specific 
genes in a genetically modi¬ 
fied tobacco plant. 

Cosmetic uses of the new 
collagen are currently un¬ 
likely, Lapido said, as the 
price is several hundred to 
several thousand times more 
expensive than other options. 
But it may become more rea¬ 
sonable, she said, "in a few 
years time.” 


from using a big, fat sharpie 
to using a fine-tipped pencil.” 

What the pictures reveal, 
Bell said, is spectacular: a 
dramatic landscape of rocky 
summits, deep river valleys, 
and liquid, not frozen, lakes, 
all hidden beneath the ice. 

Bell was among a team of 
scientists from seven coun¬ 
tries who spent two frigid 
months collecting geophysi¬ 
cal data in the remote an¬ 
tipodean wilderness via 
sophisticated, aircraft- 
mounted instruments in late 
2008 and early 2009. 

The expedition provided 
researchers with several ter¬ 
abytes of information - just 
one terabyte could hold two 
days worth of songs or one 
million pictures. Although it 
will take years to process all 
that data, Bell hopes the num¬ 
bers will answer some of the 
questions surrounding the 
Gamburtsev Mountains. A 
big one is how they formed in 
the first place. 

”We now know it's not a 
volcanic mountain range,” 
said study team member 


Kathryn Rose, of the British 
Antarctic Survey. "And uplift 
by a hotspot in the mantle is 
probably out in terms of a 
mechanism of formation.” 
(The mantle is the scorching 
hot, molten rock that under¬ 
lies Earth's crust and is the 
source of volcanic magma.) 

Rose said the data are also 
providing invaluable insight 
into the evolution of the 
colossal East Antarctica Ice 
Sheet - the 6 million square 
miles (15.5 million square 
km) of ice that conceals the 
Gamburtsev Mountains and 
is important to understand in 
terms of its potential to melt 
in a warming world. 

"Scientists need to im¬ 
prove our understanding of 
ice sheets and their dynamics 
because it impacts sea level 
everywhere,” Bell told OurA- 
mazingPlanet, emphasizing 
that new insights are guaran¬ 
teed for years to come. 

"We're still scratching our 
heads as to how the moun¬ 
tains were made and why 
they're still there,” she said. 
"But I think we have the data 
we need to solve the puzzle.”

Why coffee may help 
prevent diabetes 


NAGOYA, Japan - The caf¬ 
feine in coffee may be the 
compound that makes coffee 
help prevent diabetes, re¬ 
searchers in Japan found. 

Fumihiko Horio of 
Nagoya University and col¬ 
leagues fed either water or 
coffee to a group of labora¬ 
tory mice. The mice that con¬ 
sumed coffee had lower 
levels of high-blood sugar 
and improved insulin sensi¬ 
tivity in the mice — reducing 


the risk of diabetes. 

Coffee also caused benefi¬ 
cial changes in the fatty liver 
and inflammatory adipocy- 
tokines related to a reduced 
diabetes risk, Horio said. 

Caffeine may be ’’one of 
the most effective anti-dia¬ 
betic compounds in coffee,” 
the scientists said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The study was published 
in the Journal of Agricultural 
and Food Chemistry. 


lar Neurobiology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Massachusetts in 
Lowell carried out a number 
of laboratory studies on three 
groups of mice especially 
bred to demonstrate a decline 
in motor neuron function. 

The researchers found 
mice fed a diet supplemented 
with ground pecans had a sig¬ 
nificant delay in decline in 
motor function compared to 
mice receiving no pecans. 
Mice eating the diet with the 
most pecans — 0.05 percent - 
- fared best. 

Results were based on 
how the mice on the control 
diet vs. those on the pecan- 
enriched diet performed in 
specific tests. 

The study, published in 
Current Topics in Nutraceuti- 
cal Research, suggests pecans 
contain a high amount of a 
natural antioxidants that help 
fight against cell damage. 

’’These findings suggest 
regular consumption of 
pecans may provide signifi¬ 
cant nutritive and antioxidant 
benefits for your body,” Shea 
said in statement.

Report: Morgan Stanley, JPM 
may get GM IPO lead role 


NEW YORK - Morgan Stan¬ 
ley and JPMorgan Chase & Co 
are likely to be the lead under¬ 
writers in General Motors’ ini¬ 
tial public offering, The Wall 
Street Journal reported yester¬ 
day, a role more attractive for 
its prestige than its fees. 

Banks were competing 
fiercely to underwrite an offer¬ 
ing that could be as big as $10 
billion, the newspaper re¬ 
ported, citing people familiar 
with the matter. 

At that size, the deal would 
be the largest U.S. IPO since 
Visa Inc's offering of $19.7 bil¬ 
lion in March 2008, and one of 
the biggest U.S. offerings of all 
time. 

The U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 


ment owns nearly 61 percent 
of the automaker's common 
shares after GM filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy last year. The auto¬ 
maker has since emerged from 
Chapter 11, and an IPO is a 
key step for GM to end its sup¬ 
port from the government. 

"The sooner they can get 
the government out of there the 
better," IHS Global Insight an¬ 
alyst Aaron Bragman said. 

Morgan Stanley has been 
one of the government's key 
advisers in restructurings dur¬ 
ing the financial crisis. The 
bank advised the U.S. Treasury 
on Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, and is helping the gov¬ 
ernment sell its remaining 
stake in Citigroup. (C.N) 


How to get a ton of glowing testimony 
form your customers for free, and what 
to do with them to generate bigger profits

Hi, I am Ken Varga. I want to 
share with you some of the 
ideas, strategies, and principles 
that allowed me to build 35 
businesses during my career. 

By earnestly applying the 
ideas, you will learn how you 
too can build your business to 
success, while living an unhur¬ 
ried life, filled with family, 
friends, fun and a relaxed atti- 
tud. 

Two questions I received 
this week had to do with get¬ 
ting testimonials and creating 
back ends. So let’s talk about 
those. 

The key to getting testimo¬ 
nials is to just ask for them. 
That’s right. Just ask for them. 

Many of your customers 
will be happy to give them to 
you. 

There are many ways to go 
about getting testimonials, but 
here’s a short list of ideas for 
obtaining them. 

1. Include a short ques¬ 
tionnaire asking for comments 
with any product you deliver. 
You can do this at the point of 
sale, or you can do this with a 
follow-up letter that you mail 
to them. 

2. Do a survey of your 
customers and offer a free gift 
to anyone who helps. 

3. When you communi¬ 
cate with your customers, tell 
them that you’re looking for 
stories about your product or 
business. 

4. When you talk to cus¬ 


tomers on the phone or face-to- 
face, ask for testimonials. 

But this is so important that 
I can’t stress this statement 
enough. 

These testimonials are 
worthless if you don’t use 
them. So immediately put 
them to work: 

1. The best testimonials 
are those that are very specific. 
“I earned an extra $10,000 last 
year with your sales software 
system.” Is a lot better that “I 
earned more money last year 
with your system.” 

2. Use these testimonials 
liberally in all your advertis¬ 
ing. They are the proof of your 
claims and establish credibil¬ 
ity. They also show that real 
people use your product and 
like it. In your advertising use 
the testimonials to back up one 
of your claims. 

For example: If you claim 
that your product will save ex¬ 
ecutives many hours of wasted 
time, back it up with a specific 
statement from one of your 
customers: 

“You will save many 
hours of wasted time with the 
Brand X product.” 

Or 

“As John Doe of XXX 
Corp says, “Last year Brand X 
saved me at least one hour per 
day in wasted time. That’s 
more than 20 hours each 
month.” 

3. Last but not least, you 
must get permission to use the 
full name and city of your tes¬ 
timonials. I’ve learned so 
much by testing testimonials 
that I now use the person’s full 
name, city, and state and phone 
number. But you must make 
sure that you get written per¬ 
mission before using any testi¬ 
monials. 

Now for back end... 

How about this for a head¬ 
line? 

“Why your “back end” may 
be 1,000 times more profitable 
that your initial sale...and 
what to do to take advantage of 
it now!” 


Retail sales drop is first in 8 
months 


NEW YORK - Retail sales 
fell for the first time in eight 
months in May, the govern¬ 
ment said yesterday, widely 
missing analyst expectations. 

Total retail sales fell 1.2% to 
$362.5 billion last month, com¬ 
pared with April's upwardly re¬ 
vised 0.6% increase, the 
Commerce Department said. 

It was first decline since last 


September, when retail sales 
fell 2.3%. Economists sur¬ 
veyed by Briefing.com ex¬ 
pected sales would increase by 
0.2% in May. 

Sales excluding autos and 
auto parts dropped 1.1% last 
month. 

Economists had projected 
sales excluding autos to edge 
up 0.1% in May 


That statement should make 
you salivate. 

A back end is what you sell 
to a customer following the 
initial sale to that customer. 

You should keep a database 
with the name of every person 
who buys or who makes an in¬ 
quiry to you. Then you must 
sell them all kinds of related 
products, services or upgrades. 

Here’s an example: 

Real estate agents could 
make deals with painters, wall¬ 
paper hangers, yard services, 
landscappers, carpenters, 
plumbers, etc. 

Another option for you is 
that if you don’t want to sell 
the related products, you can 
make a deal with a company 
that does. In exchange for a 
piece of the action, you’ll sup¬ 
ply them with the names of 
your customers. Don’t be 
bashful. 50% of a profit is not 
unreasonable in many cases. 
Keep in mind that they’re get¬ 
ting business they wouldn’t 
otherwise have gotten. 

The key to success in re¬ 
selling your customers is the 
fact that you don’t need to 
make a big profit on your ini¬ 
tial sale. 

If each customer is worth, 
let’s say, $1,000 in profit to 
you in the long run, you could 
afford to lose almost that on 
the first sale, just to get them 
as a customer. Otherwise, you 
may be throwing away thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of dol¬ 
lars in lost profit because you 
refused to take a loss on the 
initial sale. 

Rework your existing cus¬ 
tomers again and again. Spend 
as much time on them as you 
do on prospecting. They are 
your best source of business 
because they already have a re¬ 
lationship with you. They 
know who you are. People 
who are not existing customers 
don’t know who you are yet, 
so again, rework your existing 
customers over and over, again 
and again.

Having said that, I would think 
there is a huge difference for 
kids who come from cinema, 
having parents that were con¬ 
nected to the film business, I 
could see a marked difference 
in the level of comfort we have.

"As 
a human being, I find this sit¬ 
uation intolerable,” Hayek 
told the New York Daily 
News. "As an immigrant, I 
find it offensive. And as an 
American citizen, I find it 
disheartening.”

BOSTON, Massachusetts - 
Glen Davis scored nine of his 
18 points in the fourth quarter 
and Nate Robinson also came 
off the bench to finish with 
12 points as Boston beat Los 
Angeles 96-89 in game four 
of the NBA finals. 

Paul Pierce had 19 points, 
six rebounds and five assists 
for the Celtics, who used a 
balanced scoring attack to 
beat the Lakers Thursday and 
level the best-of-seven cham¬ 
pionship series at two games 
apiece. 

"I felt like a beast. Like I 
couldn't be denied," said 
Davis, who shot seven of 10 
from the field. 

"It was all will and deter¬ 
mination. This is where you 
grab the moment. It is im¬ 
mortality. All you can do is 
play in the moment." 

The sold out Boston Gar¬ 
den crowd of 18,624 was 
treated to a superb perform¬ 
ance by the Celtics' bench in 
what started out as a defen¬ 
sive battle before Boston 
busted loose in the fourth. 
The Celtic's bench outscored 
the Lakers bench 36-18. 

With the win the Celtics 
avoided falling into the to- 
date impossible 3-1 deficit 
and assured they will be 
heading back to Los Angeles 
for a game six. Game five is 
Sunday in Boston. No NBA 
team has ever come back 
from a 3-1 hole in finals his¬ 
tory to win the title. 

The Celtics, who won it 
all in 2008, are seeking their 
NBA record 18th title while 
defending champion Los An¬ 


geles are looking for their 
16th title in franchise history. 

The Celtics kept it close 
through three quarters then 
got their bench and offence 
untracked, outscoring the 
Lakers 34-29 in the fourth 
quarter. 

The Celtics came out with 
another great start for the sec¬ 
ond game in a row and led 
19-16 at the end of the first 
before allowing the Lakers to 
take a 45-42 lead at the half. 

"We knew we had to bring 
our energy," Robinson said. 
"We stayed together and kept 
our composure. I wanted to 
fire the crowd up. 

"Each team is fighting for 
a ring. He (Rivers) was let¬ 
ting us roll. I want to give 
Doc a hug." 

The game was emotional 
and physical at times as the 


players exchanged words 
during breaks in the action 
and the Celtics bench players 
like Robinson and Davis 
seemed to feed off their ex¬ 
citement of the crowd. 

Davis and Robinson were 
the most animated of the 
Celtics. At one point late in 
the game, Davis celebrated a 
score by letting out a Tarzan 
yell while Robinson jumped 
on his back. 

Lakers coach Phil Jackson 
had a more serious assess¬ 
ment of what happened. 

"They were emotional and 
they played desperate and got 
away with it. Their animation 
affected us but we couldn't 
get the momentum back." 

Kobe Bryant finished with 
33 points and Pau Gasol had 
21 points for the Lakers. 
Boston's Paul Pierce buried 
an NBA finals record eight 
threes in game two but Thurs¬ 
day it was Bryant's turn to add 
the long ball to his arsenal. 

Bryant nailed six-of-11 
from the arc but he also fin¬ 
ished the game with five 
fouls and committed seven 
turnovers as the Celtics did a 
good job of makig sure one 
of the best closers in the NBA 
didn't take over the game in 
the final two minutes. 

Jackson said he was 
forced to keep his starters in 
the game too long because no 
one else was stepping up. He 
singled out Bryant in particu¬ 
lar as being slowed by the 
extra minutes. He was also 
forced to sit centre Andrew 
Bynum for most of the sec¬ 
ond half with a problematic 
right knee. 

"We didn't get good pro¬ 
duction from our bench," 
Jackson said. "We had to play 
our starters who got tired. 

"(Bryant) was tired and so 
he couldn't finish it out the 
way he wanted to finish it."

Vegas books tab Spain, 
Brazil World Cup favorites 


LAS VEGAS —Sports 
books in Nevada consider 
Spain and Brazil the teams to 
beat in the World Cup, with 
Spain a 3.5-1 favorite to win 
its first title. 

Casinos are giving Brazil 
4-1 odds and Argentina 11-2 
odds to win the global soccer 
showdown, oddsmaker Tony 
Sinisi of Las Vegas Sports 
Consultants said. The firm 
provides betting odds to 90 
percent of sports books in the 
state. 

Sinisi said bettors can 
gamble on the United States 
to win the championship at 
40-1. That’s down from 60-1 
previously. The Americans 
are scheduled to play Eng¬ 
land in their first group play 
match on Saturday. 

“Those are heartfelt bets,” 
said Jay Komegay, executive 
director of the race and sports 
book at the Las Vegas Hilton. 
“The top eight teams or so are 
definitely bets that are made 
from the head, but once you 
get to the U.S., I think it’s 
more of a bet made from the 
heart.” 

Kornegay says he’s still 
rooting for the United States 
to win the title— even if it 
means his casino loses 
money. 


England is a more than 2- 
1 favorite to beat the U.S., 
and 6-1 to win the tourna¬ 
ment, Sinisi said. 

Kornegay and Sinisi said 
they expect Americans to 
wager more money on the 
32-team soccer tournament 
this year, but far less than the 
amounts to be gambled in 
Europe. 

Of course, in the United 
States, the NFL and college 
football are kings among 
sports bettors. 

Sinisi said marquee 
matchups, like the U.S.-Eng¬ 
land game, will likely draw 
action comparable to the 
amounts seen for a typical 
Saturday game between two 
good college football teams. 

Komegay said the amount 
gambled on the late rounds of 
the tournament would likely 
compare to a low-tier NFL 
game. 

But Kornegay said he ex¬ 
pected betting to increase 20 
to 30 percent compared with 
the 2006 World Cup, in line 
with previous increases. 

He says the World Cup 
has room to grow among 
American bettors, helped by 
increased promotion of the 
tournament and its broad¬ 
casts. 


World-Wave on the wane as fans opt 
to blow the vuvuzela 


JOHANNESBURG — - 

South Africa’s vuvuzela 
tmmped the Mexican wave in 
the big match of the day in 
the stands while Mexico sal¬ 
vaged a late draw against the 
hosts in the World Cup open¬ 
ing game on Friday. 

Tens of thousands of fans 
blasted the plastic tmmpet in 
the match against hosts South 
Africa, creating a cacophony 
of sound to spur their team 
on—or to simply spar with 


other supporters. 

The din was ceaseless 
throughout the 90 minutes of 
the match and many kept 
blowing their instmments 
through halftime. The only let¬ 
up was during the two national 
anthems before the match. 

An early attempt at the cir¬ 
cling crowd wave made fa¬ 
mous during the 1986 World 
Cup in Mexico, however, 
soon floundered. 


Australia-Germany Preview 

Germany is accustomed to cruising into the knockout stage of the World Cup. This time, it has 
to get through perhaps the toughest group in South Africa. The Germans look to open the tour¬ 
nament by extending their group-phase unbeaten streak to 18 when they face Australia in Durban 
on Sunday. Germany has won three World Cups and lost in the final four times. The team has 
dominated the group stage, going 12-0-5 since being stunned 2-1 by Algeria in 1982.
